5.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  for  the  Construction  and  Maintenance  of  Side- 
walks for  the  year  ensuing,  and  make  appropriation  of 
the  same. 

6.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  for  the  Construction  and  Maintenance  of  Sewers 
for  the  year  ensuing  and  make  appropriation  of  the  same. 


7.  Agreeably  to  the  vote  of  the  Town  at  the  annual 
Town  Meeting-,  March  8,  1921,  to  elect  five  (5)  members 
of  the  Budget  Committee  for  a  term  of  three  years,  and 
fill  any  vacancies  in  said  committee. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($150.00)  for  the  observ- 
ance of  Memorial  Day,  and  make  appropriation  of  the 
same. 

9.  To  see  of  the  Town  will  vote  to  tar  the  road 
leading  from  the  Akerman  House  to  the  Lakeview 
House,  and  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum 
of  three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($350.00)  for  Band 
Concerts  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriation  of 
the  same. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  four  hun- 
dred dollars,  ($400.00)  for  the  control  of  White  Pine 
Blister  Rust. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  dollars 
($120.00)  to  the  Newfound  Region  Association  to  aid  in 
advertising  and  other  activities  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Town,  in  cooperation  with  other  towns  of  the  Newfound 
Region. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  forty-two  dollars 
($242.00)  to  the  Lakes  Region  Association  of  New 
Hampshire  for  the  issuance  and  distribution  of  printed 
matter,  newspaper  and  magazine  advertising,  calling 
attention  to  the  resources  and  natural  advantages  of  the 
town,  in  cooperation  Avith  other  towns  in  the  Lakes 
region. 


14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  all  damages 
paid  by  the  Federal  Government  on  the  Boston  and 
Maine  depot  property,  so  called,  less  accrued  taxes,  to 
be  expended  or  set  aside  for  the  benefit  of  our  young 
people  of  Bristol.  A  committee  to  be  appointed  by  the 
selectmen  and  Town  treasurer,  representing  the  Boy 
Scouts,  Cubs,  Girl  Scouts,  Community  Club,  Hi-Y, 
Rotary  Club,  Woman's  Club,  American  Legion  and 
other  organizations  sponsoring  juvenile  activities. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum 
of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($250.00)  to  employ  a 
part-time  playground  director  and  purchase  necessary 
equipment  for  summer  playground  activities ;  and  make 
appropriation  of  the  same. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum 
priate  fifty  dollars  ($50.00)  each  for  the  Laconia  Hospital 
and  the  Franklin  Hospital.

19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  give  the  select- 
men and  road  agent  authority  to  sell  the  town  team  and 
equipment  and  other  obsolete  road  equipment  and  pur- 
chase a  one  and  one-half  ton  truck  and  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  not  to  exceed  seven  hundred  dollars 
($700.00)  for  the  same. 

20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  not  to  exceed  two  hundred  dollars  ($200.00) 
to  buy  pick-up  truck  to  be  used  for  transporting  forest 
fire  fighting  equipment. 


21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

22.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  said  meeting.

MINOT-SLEEPER  LIBRARY— REPORT   OF 
TRUSTEES 


As  we  present  another  report  to  the  citizens  of 
Bristol  there  is  nothing  of  unusual  interest. 

Painting-  was  done  on  the  interior  and  exterior  of 
the  library  building,  in  accord  with  the  vote  and  appro- 
priation at  the  last  town  meeting. 

The  report  of  the  treasurer  gives  the  financial  status 
of  the  library,  while  the  record  of  books  received  and 
number  of  patrons  is  seen  in  the  report  of  the  librarian. 

Bristol  is  more  fortunate  than  are  many  towns  in 
its  annual  fund  for  the  purchase  of  books.  From  this 
fact,  however,  there  is  disappointment  in  some  circles 
that  more  of  the  popular  new  books  are  not  to  be  found 
on  our  shelves.  It  should  be  realized  that  the  fund  has 
to  be  divided  among  all  ages  of  readers  and  among  the 
varying  types  of  books,  of  which  there  are  many.  We 
have  been  able  to  purchase  a  few  children's  books,  which 
in  this  day  are  rich  in  exquisite  illustrations.  An  efifort 
is  also  made  to  maintain  the  supply  of  books  for  the 
older  boys  and  girls. 

The  large  majority  of  patrons,  however,  are  those 
who  desire  to  be  entertained.  Books  of  this  grade  can 
be  purchased  at  greatly  reduced  prices,  but  for  the 
minority,  those  who  desire  the  new  and  outstanding 
novels,  the  price  of  books  is  very  high.  For  this  reason, 
and  the  fact  that  some  of  the  new  and  most  read  books 
soon  pass  into  the  discard,  it  is  important  that  this  part 
of  the  funds  be  spent  carefully  and  wisely,  on  books 
which  will  live  beyond  the  present  decade.  It  is  the 
intention  of  the  committee  to  purchase  a  sufficient 
variety,  that  the  tastes  of  all  may  be  met. 

In  connection  with  the  purchases  for  the  library 
shelves,  Bristol  is  also  fortunate  in  the  fact  that  its  book 
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fund  does  not  have  to  be  spread  over  a  still  larger  field, 
into  the  realm  of  magazines.  This  need  is  met  by  a 
special  fund.  The  public  is  generally  conversant  with 
the  Minnie  Maria  Day-Jacknian  fund  which  makes  pos- 
sible a  collection  of  the  best  and  most  popular  maga- 
zines, and  these,  after  the  arrival  of  the  next  issue,  may 
be  taken  into  the  homes  on  one's  checking  card,  the 
same  as  books  are  taken  out. 

The  list  of  magazines  is  herewith  given  :  Atlantic, 
American,  American  Boy,  American  Girl,  American 
Forest,  Better  Homes  &  Gardens,  Child  Life,  Christian 
Century,  Cosmopolitan,  Dumb  Animals,  D.  A.  R., 
Embroideress,  Flower  Grower,  Good  Housekeeping, 
Harpers,  Ladies'  Home  Journal,  National  Geographic, 
Home  Arts  Needlecraft,  Popular  Science,  Popular 
Mechanics,  Readers'  Digest,  St.  Nicholas,  Radio  and 
Modern  Mechanics  and  Inventions,  Nature,  Boys'  Life, 
Time,  Mechanics  Illustrated,  Life. 

The  collection  of  relics  has  had  some  additions  this 
vear.  Several  rare  curios  were  left  to  the  library  by 
Mrs.  Minnie  Keyser,  wife  of  Frank  E.  Keyser,  who  is 
about  to  make  a  small,  very  fine  cabinet  for  these  articles, 
to  which  will  be  added  several  more ;  all  to  be  kept  to- 
gether in  the  one  cabinet. 

The  sale  of  Bristol  histories  is  now  solely  through  the 
library,  as  the  supply  otherwise  is  exhausted.  Orders 
by  whomsoever  received  are  now  filled  from  the  several 
hundred  sets  purchased  by  the  town  at  the  time  of  pub- 
lication.    Four  sets,  netting  $20,  were  sold  the  past  year. 

The  librarian  attended  a  district  conference  at 
Laconia.  She  reports  a  constantly  increasing  patronage 
of  the  state  library,  the  orders  and  books  passing  through 
her  hands.
